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1* All commerce in Rumania with the exception of some small barber shops, 
shoemakers, tailors, and confectionary stores, is in the hands of a croup 
of state stores and companies (Societatea Comerciala de Stat). 

2 0 Farmciile de State (State Pharmacies) is the name given to the pharmacies 
when they were nationalized in June X9k9o The stores are indicated by 
number, as Farmciile de Stat No* 23 , When the nationalization took place 
some stores were closed completely aid their stocks distributed among those 
that remained open* All present workers in this field are members of a 
trade union* Drugs are furnished to the stores by the GIF (Centrala 
Industrie! Farmaceutice - Pharmaceutical Industrial Headquarters) in 
Bucharest* The CXF packs all drugs 'mlformiy, under one name* Drug prices 
have increased about 300 percent since nationalization. The following items 
are very rare; chloroform, vitamins, penicillin, streptomycin, and 
thermometers* Some other drugs formerly available are no longer to be found, 

3* Societate de Stat Alimentara (State Alimentary Company) is a company or- 
ganized to provide the population with food* Alimentar^ has headquarters in 
Bucharest which distributes food to Alimentara depots throughout Rumania* 
These depots supply state stores and cooperatives run by trade unions* 
uugar, rice, macaroni products, flour, edible oil, and cheese are missing 
for long periods of tame* Raw coffee? and condiments cannot be found* Long 
lines appear at the shops when a small quantity of a rare item is offered* 


U® MagasinuX de Stat Dunarea (Danube State Company) sells clothing and leather 
goods against ration coupons* Items are in great scarcity, and normally 
people have ration coupons left at the end oi the year because they have not 
found certain items in stock in the stores throughout the entire year* 

5* Magazinul de Stat (State Store followed by the name of the town such as 
Bucharest, Galajpi, Braila, et cetera ) sells clothing and leather goods 
similar to Dunarea without ration tickets* Prices ere five to ten times 
higher than those of Dunarea, These stores are comparatively well supplied. 

6> Ferometal is the name of the Bucharest central office for a group of stores 
which trade under the name of Magazinul de Stat fractorul (State Tractor 
Stores). This organiza*** - ^ distributes farm implements, kitchenware, nails. 
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buckets, paints, brushes, chemicalB, perfumes, and bicycles (manu— 
factored in Brasov and Median)- 

7* Gompescaria, formerly called Romper? car ia, distributes salt and smoked 
and canned fish- This company does the entire work of collecting, 
processing, and distributing fish throughout Rumania Q 

8* Gomcar (Societatea de Stat Pentru Comarjail Carnei - State Livestock 

Company) collects all livestock and distributes meat throughout R uman ia- 
Special attention has recently been given to the raising of hogs* * On 
the outskirts of Braila there is a farm having about 25,000 hogSo Hogs 
w «ighing over 100 kilos are bought exclusi vely by Comcar* Smaller ones 
are seme times sold to private individuals* Thousands of hogs are ex- 
ported to the Soviet Union,

IJo MoAoTc, is a company recently organised for the distribution of wines and 
spirits* The company formerly controlled the collection and distribution
